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The  building  on  the  cover  of  this  year's  report  was  originally  located 
on  Route  103B  on  the  property  formerly  owned  by  Frank  T.  Lear.  It 
was  purchased  by  Eileen  Stocker  Stiles  and  her  sons  William  and 
Brent  Stocker  and  donated  to  the  Sunapee  Historical  Society  in 
memory  of  Albert  A.  Stocker,  II.  It  is  called  the  "Butter  Building"  as 
it  is  thought  butter  tubs  were  manufactured  within  the  building.  If 
anyone  has  more  definite  knowledge  of  its  history,  the  society  would 
appreciate  hearing  from  you. 
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SELECTMAN'S  REPORT 

A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SELECTMEN 

The  year  1981  was  a  land  mark  year  for  the  Town  of  Sunapee.  For 
the  first  time  a  woman  was  elected  to  the  Office  of  Selectmen;  Police 
Chief  Bernie  Ross  retired  after  12  years  in  that  office  and  David  Sher- 
burne retired  after  20  years  as  Fire  Chief.  1981  was  a  year  of  transi- 
tion. 

Other  changes  face  the  town  in  the  years  ahead.  Most  of  these 
changes  are  financial.  The  County  budget  has  increased  24  percent  for 
the  current  year.  Because  of  the  system  of  equalized  evaluation,  the 
people  of  Sunapee  will  be  paying  thousands  of  dollars  in  increased 
taxes  to  support  the  level  of  County  spending. 

Sunapee  always  has  been  a  modest  town,  living  within  its  means 
with  a  modest  tax  rate.  However,  as  the  school  budget  rises  at  a  rapid 
rate  and  other  costs  escalate,  the  townspeople  and  elected  officials 
must  look  for  ways  to  keep  costs  at  a  minimum  and  obtain  the  greatest 
possible  value  for  every  dollar  spent.

This  year  the  library  has  been  open  26  hours  each  week;  1-8  Monday 
and  Wednesday,  10:30-2:30  Thursday,  1-6  Friday  and  10-1  Saturday. 

Our  activities  this  year  include  participation  in  the  HOME 
SAFETY  FAIR  in  February  sponsored  by  the  Sunapee  Fire  Dept.;  a 
spring  plant  sale  to  provide  funds  for  our  Children's  Summer  Reading 
Program;  various  fund  raising  activities  by  an  enthusiastic  committee 
for  our  expansion;  our  annual  Book  Fair;  and  bake  sales  and  various 
other  fund  raising  activities  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 

New  front  concrete  steps  and  pipe  railings  were  installed  in  July.  We 
purchased  an  Electrolux  vacuum  cleaner  in  December. 

This  year  we  added  760  new  volumes  and  48  records  to  our  collec- 
tion. We  served  8,768  patrons,  and  circulated  a  total  of  15,177  books, 
magazines  and  records.  188  new  patrons  were  registered  this  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SERVICES 

The  Kearsarge  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  touched  the  lives  of 
many  people  in  your  town  this  year.  The  enrollment  in  the  Child 
Health  Program  has  increased  serving  22  children  in  your  town  with  a 
total  of  122  immunizations  given.  We  have  screened  193  people  at  your 
Blood  Pressure  Clinics/Health  Fairs  with  19  new  people  in  attendance. 
The  growth  of  KVNA  is  also  reflected  in  the  657  nursing  care  visits, 
124  Physical  and  Occupational  Therapy  visits,  and  206  hours  for 
Home  Health  Aide  in  your  town. 

In  1982  we  are  requesting  for  the  third  straight  year,  the  per  capita 
assessment  of  $1.95.  Total  town  appropriatons  equal  15%  of  our 
operating  budget.  RN's,  Homemaker/Home  Health  Aides,  a  Physical 
Therapist  and  Occupational  Therapist  are  offering  more  sophisticated 
health  care  including  blood  drawing  and  plans  for  IV  Therapy.  For  the 
patient,  this  may  mean  reduced  time  spent  in  the  hospital  and  lowered 
health  care  costs.  For  the  elderly,  our  supportive  services  may  enable 
people  to  remain  in  their  own  homes,  forestalling  or  preventing  institu- 
tional placement.  These  visits  are  reflected  in  the  following  age 
distribution  of  our  total  caseload.

The  Planning  Board  has  been  meeting  the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month 
but  there  has  not  been  a  lot  of  activity.  No  large  developments,  mostly 
minor  subdivisions  of  one  or  two  lots. 

The  Planning  Board  has  discussed  with  some  concern  the  proliferation 
of  smaller  and  smaller  lots  along  lake  front  property.  Even  though  it  is  on 
the  town  sewer  and  will  cause  no  sewage  pollution  problem,  we  are  cer- 
tainly changing  the  face  and  nature  of  the  shoreline  with  a  greater  den- 
sity than  before. 

There  has  been  some  discussion  among  the  members  to  have  some  open 
hearings  this  year  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  limiting  lot  size.  Of  course 
this  is  a  matter  for  the  voters  of  the  Town  and  not  the  planning  board, 
but  we  do  feel  that  it  is  our  job  to  bring  the  matter  to  your  attention,  so 
that  you  can  make  a  decision.  Once  the  Board  has  come  to  some  agree- 
ment on  when  we  can  hold  the  meetings  and  in  what  form,  the  Town  will 
be  notified.  Until  then  we  will  continue  to  operate  under  our  present  man- 
date and  regulations  as  before.

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SUNAPEE  WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  water  department  experienced  very  few  major  problems  this 
year.  Along  with  our  regular  maintenance  program  during  1981  addi- 
tional work  at  the  River  Rd.  pump  station  included  a  new  electrical  ser- 
vice entrance,  completely  painted  inside  including  equipment  and 
screens  have  been  put  over  the  windows  to  prevent  vandals  from 
breaking  windows. 

The  Georges  Mills  Meter  station  was  insulated  and  a  new  chlorine 
pump  was  installed.  We  also  replaced  900  feet  of  galvanized  summer 
water  service  in  Georges  Mills  to  plastic.  This  completes  a  change  over 
from  galvanized  summer  water  mains  to  plastic  mains  in  Georges 
Mills. 

We  have  nearly  six  miles  of  summer  water  mains  to  maintain  and  for 
the  past  several  years  we  have  replaced  approximately  16,900  feet  of 
galvanized  summer  water  service  to  plastic  water  service.  We  plan  to 
replace  approximately  3,000  feet  of  summer  water  service  in  the  spring 
of  1982  with  plastic  at  Burkhaven  and  Burkhaven  Hill. 

The  E.P.A.  and  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission 
will  continue  to  enforce  the  safe  drinking  water  act  and  this  year  we 
will  see  more  testing  and  more  regulation.  For  the  past  several  years 
we  have  seen  many  changes  in  operations  and  all  operators  of  water 
systems  have  to  be  licensed. 

The  water  department  now  has  a  man  scheduled  to  work  in  the  water 
department  three  days  a  week  and  two  days  a  week  in  the  sewer 
department.  We  plan  to  train  this  additional  man  more  in  the  water 
department  so  that  more  than  one  man  will  be  familiar  with  the  water 
system. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  we  are  looking  at  a  5%  water  rate 
increase.  This  is  due  to  additional  help  and  rising  cost. 

The  water  and  sewer  commission  meet  the  last  Thursday  of  the 
month  at  7:30  p.m.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNAPEE 
WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  PLANT  AND  PUMP  STATIONS 

The  Town  of  New  London  has  been  on  line  for  over  a  year  now,  and  ex- 
cept for  several  days  of  hydraulic  overloading  in  February,  1981,  the 
treatment  plant  is  working  as  it  was  designed.  Inspectors  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  have  stated 
that  the  Sunapee  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  has  consistently  had  the 
best  effluent  in  the  state. 

Mr.  Walter  Glynn  began  work  June,  1981  as  a  treatment  plant 
operator.  Mr.  Glynn  works  two  days  a  week  at  the  wastewater  treatment 
plant,  and  three  days  a  week  with  the  Water  Department.  He  is  a  state 
and  New  England  certified  wastewater  treatment  plant  operator. 

The  sludge  storage  tank  was  insulated  and  covered  this  summer,  and 
with  the  use  of  a  small  kerosene  space  heater  has  not  had  any  freezing 
problems  as  of  yet  this  winter. 

The  plant  operators  corrected  a  construction  error  in  the  yard  piping  at 
the  treatment  plant,  allowing  the  operators  to  utilize  the  plant  equipment 
more  efficiently. 

A  wood  stove  is  being  installed  by  the  plant  personnel  to  lower  the  cost 
of  heating  the  plant.  The  sewer  rates  have  had  a  substantial  decrease  this 
year,  with  New  London  now  paying  their  share  of  the  treatment  costs. 

Robert  Urban  received  his  Class  III  operators  license  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  in  May, 
1981.  All  operators  are  members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Pollution 
Control  Association,  and  have  attended  several  training  seminars  this 
year  to  maintain  a  continuing  education  program  providing  the  best 
possible  operation  of  the  treatment  plant  and  protection  of  the  surround- 
ing waters. 

The  public  is  always  welcome  to  visit  the  treatment  plant  at  any  time 
during  normal  working  hours.  Both  operators  and  myself  will  be  glad  to 
show  you  around  and  explain  the  processes  involved,  and  answer  any 
questions  you  may  have.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNAPEE  HYDRO  COMMITTEE 

At  the  March  1980  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $12,000.00  to  conduct  a  preliminary  engineering  study  to 
determine  the  feasibility  of  redeveloping  a  hydro-electric  generating 
installation  at  or  near  Coffin  Park. 

Your  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  study  com- 
pleted within  the  year  by  Environmental  Engineers  of  Concord,  N.H. 

At  the  March  1981  Town  Meeting  $50,000.00  was  voted  for  final 
engineering  design  and  drawings  for  construction  and  an  application 
for  Federal  license  or  exemption.  We  have  had  many  meetings  with 
Engineering  firms,  State  and  Federal  agencies  and  Public  Service  Co. 
of  N.H.  Required  permits  and  notifications  of  agencies  have  been 
made,  and  the  firm  of  Kleinschmidt  and  Duttin,  Pittsfield,  Maine,  with 
whom  we  contracted  to  do  the  engineering,  have  applied  to  the  Federal 
Regulatory  Commission  for  exemption  from  a  Federal  License.  They 
have  made  preliminary  drawings,  obtained  quotes  and  information 
and  updated  the  feasibility  study. 

This  information  and  cooperation  from  Kleinschmidt  and  Duttin, 
have  led  us  to  conclude,  with  100%  increase  in  long  term  interest  rates 
it  is  best  to  delay  construction  until  more  favorable  financing  can  be 
obtained.  It  is  also  believed  the  project  is  one  of  the  better  ones  in  New 
England  and  we  should  continue  to  stay  on  top  of  events,  obtain 
generating  equipment  specification  bids,  make  test  borings  and  be 
ready  for  construction  when  prudent. 

We  are  not  asking  for  a  bond  issue  at  this  time  but  will  if  conditions 
warrant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  AGENT 

1981  proved  to  be  a  very  productive  year  for  the  highway  department. 
After  taking  on  our  usual  seasonal  tasks  of  mud  season  maintenance, 
street  sweeping  and  mowing  of  roadsides,  we  undertook  several  special 
projects. 

Shimming  of  our  streets  and  highways  was  one  of  my  top  priorities  of 
1981.  During  the  spring  and  continuing  on  into  the  summer  our  depart- 
ment laid  out  close  to  400  tons  of  cold  patch  to  level  and  smooth  our 
roads  in  anticipation  of  road  oiling.  Unfortunately  lack  of  time  and  funds 
prevented  us  from  oiling  this  year.  However  these  roads  will  be  in  shape 
to  oil  in  1982. 

During  the  past  year  our  department  undertook  two  TRA  projects.  The 
first  project  was  to  remove  a  dangerous  knoll  on  Sleeper  Road,  approx- 
imately 1500  feet  northwest  of  Route  11.  Four  feet  of  the  knoll  was  taken 
off  and  the  road  was  widened  six  feet  over  the  distance  of  200  feet.  The  se- 
cond project  was  on  North  Road  from  the  point  on  Hastings  Hill  where 
the  pavement  meets  gravel,  and  continuing  700  feet  in  a  Northerly  direc- 
tion. Three  to  four  feet  of  clay  were  removed  and  replaced  with  gravel. 
Next  year  we  plan  on  continuing  with  this  project  to  Trow  Hill  Road  and 
paving  this  rebuilt  road. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  have  enjoyed,  and  will  continue  to 
welcome,  any  comments  or  criticism  that  you,  the  taxpayer,  may  have  to 
offer.  Thanks  to  a  fine  crew,  and  you  the  people  I  look  forward  to  serving 
in  1982.

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SUMMARY 

NH/VT  SOLID  WASTE  PROJECT 

The  NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Project  has  concentrated  on  three  major  tasks 
since  March  1981  town  meetings.  First  and  foremost  has  been  the  draft- 
ing of  the  Sullivan  County  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District  Agreement. 
Following  votes  last  year,  the  moderator  in  each  town  appointed  three 
representatives  to  the  Sullivan  County  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Plan- 
ning Board.  This  Board,  authorized  by  RSA  Chapter  53-B  worked 
through  the  summer  and  fall  on  the  wording  of  the  Agreement.  The 
voters  in  each  town  will  be  asked  to  vote  by  printed  ballot  on  accepting 
the  Agreement  at  town  meeting.  The  City  Council  in  Claremont  must 
also  act  on  the  question  of  accepting  the  Agreement.  Each  town  in  which 
a  majority  of  the  voters  vote  in  favor  of  the  Agreement  becomes  a 
member  of  the  District.  The  District  then  has  one  year  to  complete  plans 
for  a  regional  disposal  facility.  At  March  1983  town  meetings  any  town 
may  vote  to  withdraw  from  the  District  with  no  restrictions.  If  enough 
towns  remain  in  the  District,  then  the  District  will  begin  financing  and 
construction  of  a  solid  waste  disposal  facility. 

Voters  in  Southern  Windsor  County,  Vermont  will  also  be  voting  on 
forming  a  similar  district.  Should  the  production  of  energy  from  the  in- 
cineration of  solid  waste  be  selected  as  the  alternative,  the  two  districts 
can  cooperatively  develop  the  facility.  An  Interstate  Solid  Waste  Com- 
pact has  been  adopted  in  both  state  legislatures  and  is  now  being  acted 
upon  by  the  United  States  Congress. 

A  long-term  contract  for  the  sale  of  energy  is  the  important  first  step  in 
the  development  of  an  incinerator.  Therefore,  the  second  major  task  of 
the  Project  this  past  year  has  been  negotiation  for  the  sale  of  electricity 
with  Central  Vermont  Public  Service  (CVPS).  Representatives  from 
CVPS  have  met  with  the  Project's  engineering  consultant  on  a  number  of 
occasions.  CVPS  has  proposed  purchasing  electricity  for  30  years  at  15 
cents  per  kilowatt.  However,  we  are  now  negotiating  to  increase  the  pro- 
posed purchase  price,  based  on  CVPS  projections  of  future  electricity 
costs.  Should  the  Project  be  successful,  incineration  to  produce  electri- 
city could  be  competitive  with  landfilling.  Negotiations  should  be  com- 
pleted by  late  Spring  and  a  decision  made  at  the  time  on  electricity  pro- 
duction or  landfilling. 

Landfilling  remains  a  potential  option  and  is  necesary  for  ash  disposal 
even  if  an  incinerator  is  constructed.  Therefore,  the  third  major  task  has 
been  to  locate  suitable  landfill  sites.  Wright-Pierce  Engineers  identified 
over  150  potential  sites  and  have  now  narrowed  those  down  to  about  7 
best  sites.  The  towns  must  now  select  the  best  site  for  detailed 
hydrogeologic  analysis.  Two  sites  near  the  Newport/Claremont  border 
appear  most  promising  at  this  time.

Should  the  towns  vote  to  adopt  the  Sullivan  County  Regional  Refuse 
Disposal  District  Agreement,  the  District  will  become  a  legal  entity  and 
will  join  with  the  Vermont  District  to  take  the  place  of  the  existing 
NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Planning  Committee.  Work  will  then  concentrate 
during  the  next  year  on:  (1)  completion  of  negotiations  with  CVPS;  (2) 
continued  work  on  a  regional  landfill  site;  (3)  a  search  for  a  private 
owner/operator  for  an  incineration  facility;  and  (4)  preparation  of 
necessary  environmental  impact  statements  and  permit  applications. 

United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  funding  will  end  in 
October  1982.  However,  local  funds  appropriated  at  last  year's  town 
meetings  should  be  sufficient  to  carry  the  Project  through  to  March 
1983.  At  March  1983  town  meetings  the  final  plan  for  the  disposal 
system  will  be  presented,  together  with  the  financing  program,  and  the 
towns  will  have  a  final  chance  to  vote  on  staying  in  the  District.

Sunapee  has  been 
fortunate  to  have  the  service  of  Mrs.  Morse  since  she  managed  one  of 
the  outstanding  school  lunch  programs  in  the  state.  Students  who 
have  eaten  there  will  attest  that!  Her  position  will  not  be  easily  filled. 

Mr.  Richard  Webb,  Chairman  of  the  School  Board  has  announced 
that  he  will  not  seek  re-election  as  a  school  board  member.  Mr.  Webb 
has  served  for  21  years  and  he  has  been  instrumental  in  many  of  the 
educational  changes  in  Sunapee.  This  includes  the  planning  and  con- 
struction of  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  in  which  he  played  a  major 
role.  Mr.  Webb  stands  out  as  an  ideal  for  other  school  board  members 
in  Sunapee  and  the  state  to  follow.  His  strong,  active  leadership  will  be 
missed. 

Mr.  Donald  Stowe  assumed  the  position  of  elementary  school  prin- 
cipal on  January  4,  1982  and  Mr.  Richard  Leone  will  become  principal 
of  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  on  July  1,  1982.
